Normally the light in Petra Bachmaier and Sean Gallero’s 
spare Humboldt Park apartment is plain, not funky at all. 

“We have these crystals over there where we catch the 
sun,” Gallero said, pointing to a window, “and we just have 
this prismatic rainbow effect throughout the apartment. 
That’s our funky lighting.” 

But at that moment, the floor of what would be the 
married couple’s dining room if it contained furniture 
was ablaze with ever-changing light patterns. One minute 
lines were intersecting on a grid, rotating and flipping in 
three dimensions. The next minute the floor was overrun 
with multicolored, elongated rectangles simulating pedes- 
trian crosswalks. Patterns influenced by mosaics and M.C. 
Escher drawings followed. 

The effect of these moving lines and shifting shapes 
and colors — all synced to music driven by marimba, vi- 
braphone and glockenspiel— was mesmerizing, yet this 
demonstration was a mere warm-up for what will begin 
playing out on a much larger scale Friday night in Millen- 
nium Park. 

“Luminous Field” is the name of the interactive video/ 
sound installation that Luftwerk, Bachmaier and Gallero’s 
ongoing art collaboration, will mount on AT&T Plaza 


from Feb. 10-20 just east and west of— and underneath— 
Anish Kapoor’s “Cloud Gate.” 

Ten projectors mounted on four towers looming 
15 to 21 feet above the plaza will beam 5-minute loops 
onto an 8o-foot-by-30-foot rectangle on the east side, 
while more patterns, including one that resembles a disco 
dance floor and another that suggests an animated Slinky, 
are projected to the west of and beneath the shiny sculp- 
ture. 

As the lights reflect off the sculpture’s curves and the 
ground, Chicagoans and visitors should see this popular 
attraction and the public space surrounding it in a new 
light. 

“That’s our m.o., to take a space, a situation in architec- 
ture, and transform it ... and then bring it back to where it 
was before,” Gallero said, noting that someone standing 
underneath Cloud Gate will be in for a “trippy” experi- 
ence. “They will be looking up into this vortex of Cloud 
Gate, and they would be basically immersed in this flash- 
ing light, geometry undulating.” 

“We really perceive it as something that people can in- 
teract with,” Bachmaier said. “We really want people to go 
in and play with it. Like the whole concept of the video, we 
built it for people to move with the light.”

I can’t knowingly be 
wack when Fve come from black excellence. 

Madam C.J. Walker was a self-made mil- 
lionaire long before Oprah. Before Dr. Cor- 
nel West was lecturing and penning books, 
scholars such as Dr. Carter G. Woodson and 
Dr. W.E.B. DuBois were stimulating progres- 
sive discourse among the masses. 

Fm speaking about leaders here. Ifuthfully, 
I wish there were more, loo many youths are 
content being followers in these streets. Ibo 
much swag and not enough striving. 

But my generation is going to be all right. 
We’re going to groove! I'he 20 -somethings 
of the world just need to be cognizant of the 
struggles of those before them. Work hard. 
Strive for the betterment. Be able to endure 
hardships and remember how we felt when 
we got through them. 

It pains me to see people 
give up. Common, one 
of my favorite rappers 
from the South 
Side (the best 
side), said it 
best on his 
song “Nag 
Champa”: 
“If you’re 
not gonna 
respect 
self, at least 
respect the 
heritage.” 
Many of 
our ancestors 
carried gargan- 
tuan boulders on 
their tattered backs, 
but they still walked— 
with much character, I 
might add. Ihat’s another reason 
why this month is so important. It’s just a 
reminder. Another reminder to transcend. A 
memento to be great. Not great for a month, 
but to excel all the time. 

'Ihere are many young folks who know 
they can be great just like all the luminaries we 
celebrate this month. We need to exalt culture 
every day Pay homage. If it helps, leave race 
out of it. Just study greatness in general. 

Be great yourself and remember you walk 
with kings. Happy Black History Month.

SAN FRANCISCO A federal appeals court 
has declared California’s 2008 voter-ap- 
proved ban on same-sex marriage uncon- 
stitutional, saying the prohibition served 
no purpose other than to “lessen the status 
and human dignity of gays and lesbians.” 

The 2-1 ruling by the 9th U.S. Circuit 
Court of Appeals was narrowly written 
to limit its scope to California’s borders 
and possibly even avoid review by the 
Supreme Court, legal experts said. None- 
theless, gay-rights supporters hailed Tues- 
day’s decision as historic, while support- 
ers of Proposition 8 immediately vowed 
to appeal. 

Instead of expanding the constitutional 
rights of gays and lesbians, the court based 
its decision on a 1996 U.S. Supreme Court 
precedent that said a majority may not 
take away a minority’s rights without le- 
gitimate reasons. 

“Proposition 8 operates with no appar- 
ent purpose but to impose on gays and 
lesbians, through the public law, a major- 
ity’s private disapproval of them and their 
relationships,” Judge Stephen Reinhardt 
wrote for the court. 

The ruling won’t take effect for about 
three weeks, which gives the sponsors of 
Proposition 8 time to appeal. 

Though divided on the constitutional 
question, the three-judge panel unani- 
mously agreed that ProtectMarriage, the 
backers of Proposition 8, had the right or 
legal “standing” to appeal Chief U.S. Dis- 
trict Judge Vaughn R. Walker’s 2010 ruling 
against the ballot measure. 

The panel also unanimously rejected 
a challenge by ProtectMarriage that

Walker’s ruling should be set aside be- 
cause he failed to disclose he was in a long 
term same-sex relationship. Walker, who 
has since retired, ruled after an unprec- 
edented, two-week trial that examined the 
meaning of sexual orientation and the his- 
tory of marriage and gay rights. 

“It’s no surprise that the 9th Circuit’s 
decision is completely out of step with 
every other federal appellate and Supreme 
Court decision in American history on the 
subject of marriage,” said Andy Pugno, a 
lawyer for ProtectMarriage. “Ever since 
the beginning of this case, we’ve known 
that the battle to preserve traditional 
marriage will ultimately be won or lost 
not here, but rather in the U.S. Supreme 


Court.” 

But other lawyers and legal scholars said 
the 9th Circuit might have the final word 
on Proposition 8 because the ruling was 
so pointedly limited to California, a state 
where voters stripped a minority of a right 
that already existed and where the usual 
justification for a marriage ban, responsi- 
ble parenting and procreation, is undercut 
by domestic partner laws. 

Proposition 8 passed as a constitutional 
amendment six months after the Califor- 
nia Supreme Court struck down a state 
law that limited marriage to a man and a 
woman, and an estimated 18,000 same-sex 
couples married during that time. 

Despite the 9th Circuit’s attempt to 


limit its ruling, advocates for same-sex 
marriage celebrated it as a giant step for 
gay rights across the country 

“This is the first time a federal appellate 
court has ever clearly held that marriage 
equality is constitutionally required,” said 
David Boies, one of the lawyers for two 
same-sex couples who sued to overturn 
Proposition 8. 

At a news conference in L.A., plaintiff 
Kris Perry appeared with her longtime 
partner and their twin teenage sons. 

“Today, the 9th circuit said to our family 
that we are equal under the law,” she said 
from a stage draped with American flags. 
Now, she said, “we can see over the dark 
wall of discrimination.”

WRONG-WAY EPIDEMIC? 


EXPERTS LOOK FOR 
REASONS BEHIND 
RECENT UPTICK IN 
DEADLY CRASHES

It's a driver's worst nightmare: a car headed 
the wrong direction, speeding right toward 
you. 

'llie frightening and sometimes deadly sce- 
nario has played out four times on Chicago- 
arca expressways since mid-December, in- 
cluding twice since Friday 

Four people were killed Monday morning 
when a driver made a U-turn on Interstate 
So and hit another car. On Friday two people 
were injured when a driver went the wrong 
way on the Stevenson Expressway and col- 
lided with an oncoming vehicle. 

While road signs and engineering are 
meant to prevent drivers from heading the 
wrong direction, their effect is blunted when 
a drunken driver gets behind the wheel— as is 
often the case in these kinds of incidents, au- 
thorities said. Experts are looking for new so- 
lutions using the latest in vehicle technology 
and national and state agencies have launched 
studies on wrong-way drivers to see what they 
can learn about the problem. 

'We do believe it is becoming a bigger is- 
sue,^' Illinois Department of Transportation 
spokesman Guy Tfidgell said. “We don^t know 
exactly why yet, but that's what we're going to 
attempt to find out.’^

and IDOT' expect to conclude their separate 
studies later this yean 

So far, officials from both agencies have de- 
termined crashes involving drivers ssooming 
against traffic usually occur at night and invo Ive 
alcohol. IDOT also has determined that most 
crashes occur in urban areas, THdgell said. 

Pat O'Connor, past president of the Illinois 
Association of Chiefs of Police, said confused 


or elderly motorists sometimes end up on the 
wrong side of the road, but unlike inebriated 
drivers, they quickly pull over. 

IDOT posts four large, red signs on every 
ramp in the state to alert drivers going the 
wrong direction. State transportation offi- 
cials are looking at engineering— such as turn- 
ing radius and median use— that could deter 
or make it even more obvious to a driver that 


he or she is going the wrong way Tridgell said. 
Like many experts, O'Connor believes 
the best way to prevent wrong-way driving is 
simple, 

''No matter how we engineer things, com- 
mon sense and controlling your use of alcohol 
is what it really comes down to,” he said, 
“Yon shouldn’t be behind the wheel if you’ve 
been drinking.”

Does new city sticker 
show gang signs? 


Chicago Tribune 

City Clerk Susana Mendoza said Tuesday 
she’s investigating whether gang signs are part 
of the winning design for Chicago’s next city 
sticker, just days before the decals are sched- 
uled to be printed. 

The sticker, meant to honor city firefight- 
ers, paramedics and police, was designed by 
a 15-year-old boy who attends a school for 
troubled youths. 

The artwork shows four hands lifted sky- 
ward toward symbols of the three professions 
— above a heart containing a carefully ren- 
dered city skyline against the city flag. 

A blogger who writes about police issues 
identified the position of those hands as sym- 
bols often flashed by members of a notori- 
ous Chicago street gang. Concerned citizens 
began calling the clerk’s office Tuesday after 
those allegations hit the Web, the clerk’s of- 
fice said. 

“Every artist has a back story and often- 
times artwork is controversial,” Mendoza 
said in a statement. “However, the artwork on 



Chicago’s city stickers should not be contro- 
versial. 

“In a design that is meant to honor the city’s 
first responders, I am very sensitive to this is- 
sue. I grew up in a neighborhood filled with 
crime and gang violence and I come from a 
law-enforcement family” Mendoza added. 

Exactly what’s on the city stickers is a 
touchy subject, in part because they will be 
the first to carry the names of Mendoza and 
Mayor Emanuel. 

The winning design was announced last 
week at a news conference.

Eastwood 
defends ad 

Dirty Harry isn’t into dirty politics. 

Clint Eastwood defended his now-controver- 
sial Chrysler ad that aired during the Super Bowl, 
in which he implored the nation to overcome 
its differences and work together to revive the 
economy, denying any ties to President Obama 
and saying the spot was intended to be apolitical. 

Eastwood on Monday evening gave a statement 
to Eox News’ “The O’Reilly Eactor”— an implicit 
nod to conservatives who might have been riled 
by what they viewed as an Obama re-election 
campaign commercial. The ad celebrates the city 
of Detroit, suggesting it was teetering on the edge 
of collapse before the residents “all pulled togeth- 
er,” as Eastwood says in the spot. 

It was unclear to viewers what the ad was pro- 
moting because no cars are shown and Chrys- 
ler’s name isn’t mentioned until the end. But “all 
pulled together” was seen by critics such as Karl 
Rove as code for the government’s bailout of 
Chrysler and General Motors. Rove on Monday 
accused Eastwood and Chrysler of working hand 
in hand with Obama’s campaign. 

“I just want to say that the spin stops with you 
guys, and there is no spin in that ad. On this I 
am certain,” Eastwood declared, referring to 
O’Reilly’s long-established “No-Spin Zone.” 

“I am certainly not politically affiliated with 
Mr. Obama. It was meant to be a message about 
just about job growth and the spirit of America. I 
think all politicians will agree with it. I thought 
the spirit was OK. I am not supporting any politi- 
cian,” the actor and award-winning director said. 


Santorum posts strong 
showing in 3 states 

Rick Santorum dealt Mitt Romney a setback 
Tuesday night, winning the presidential primary 
in Missouri as Republicans in three states voted 
on a day that could produce a shift in the mo- 
mentum of the 2012 race. 

The former Pennsylvania senator’s victory in 
the nonbinding “beauty contest” gave him brag- 
ging rights on a day when Romney once had been 
favored to sweep. 

Romney had managed to put back-to-back vic- 
tories in Elorida and Nevada. Now he will have to 
regroup, with few opportunities to show strength 
until a pair of primaries three weeks away 

Santorum, whose last victory came more than a 
month ago in Iowa’s leadoff caucuses, had his best 
showing since that day Returns from caucuses in 
Minnesota showed Santorum on his way to vic- 
tory and Colorado also showed him running well. 

Delegates in both states will be apportioned 
later, and Missouri’s primary has no formal con- 
nection to delegate selection.

Before the Bears go all in on Forte, they 
should consider the tale of Ben Gordon. He 
scored in bunches for the Bulls and might 
have made a great long-term running mate 
for Derrick Rose, especially given Gordon’s 
monster playoff series against Boston in 
2009. Yet the Bulls ultimately let the shoot- 
ing guard, just 26 at the time, walk in free 
agency and have not lived to regret it. 

Why? Because they saw the big picture. 
The odds of a long-term bet on a running 
back paying off are sHm, and the Bears 
are better off investing in weapons for the 
passing game. Just ask the Giants, Patriots, 
Packers and Saints— not a marquee running 
back in sight. 

It won’t win Emery any popularity con- 
tests, but using the franchise tag on Forte is 
the best move. At the very least it buys the 
Bears a few months to see if his knee with- 
stands real hits. (Sorry, Matt— the Pro Bowl 
tells us nothing.) 

Cold-hearted as it might seem, the long- 
term health of the Bears depends on Forte 
taking a small hit for now

After 2 years on tour, Netherfriends wunderkind 
Shawn Rosenblatt is from everywhere— or nowhere 


Ask Shawn Rosenb- 
latt where he’s living 
these days and the 
sole creative voice 
behind shape-shifting 
indie-pop crew Neth- 
erfriends might sim- 
ply say “Nowhere.” 

He’s not exaggerating either. The 
singer-songwriter, who last kept a full-time 
residence in Bucktown in early 2010, now 
has spent almost two years living on the road. 
The endless tour started when Rosenblatt 
drew up plans to write and record a new, 
original song in each of the 50 states over 


the course of a single year. He kicked off the 
project in Philadelphia in April 2010, closing 
out a successful endeavor exactly 12 months 
later with a visit to Hawaii. 

Since then, Rosenblatt, 25, has contin- 
ued schlepping back and forth across the 
country, racking up more miles on his tour 
van than most long-haul truckers. Reached 
in Florida, the singer talked about his crazi- 
est experience on the road, why he’s finally 
considering settling down and the genesis 
of Netherfriends’ new album, “Middle 
America,” which was culled from material 
written and recorded over the course of the 
50 states tour.

Pm hoping 
to have that out at the end of 2012. Then I 
might make the Past Coast and West Coast a 
double album. Then there are all these other 
weird, miscellaneous states I need to figure 
out how to put together. 

Whafs your most memorable experience 
from the 50 states project? 

Alaska was beautiful. I was there for my birth- 
day at a college in Fairbanks and the Northern 
Lights were occurring. But the whole thing 
was such a ridiculous experience. 

Are you stiil enjoying nomadic iife? 

^ah. Pm enjoying it, but the social aspect is 
kind of weird. The girls Pm interested in aren’t 
interested in the fact Pm touring all the time. 
It immediately sends up this red flag, like,

weird position, because {the touring] keeps 
getting better and better and better, but at 
the same time I feel more and more like a 
homeless person. The reason I gave up my 
apartment was to do the 50 states project, and 
now I’m just touring because it’s so fun and 
easy to do. This is the most comfortable I’ve 
ever been onstage. Right now I’m just playing 
everything by myself and I loop everything 
live and play drums and guitar and keyboard, 
and I dance around like James Brown. Well, at 
least in my head it feels like James Brown.

Well, I was pulled over a bunch. Then I stayed 
with a friend [in Austin, Texas] who had two 
roommates and I later found out one of them 
was a hooker. I accidentally drove her to a 
john’s house without knowing. I thought she 
was just going on a date. 

The last place you visited for the 50 states 
project was Hawaii. Did you build in any 
vacation time to help recover? 

Hawaii was a really dark place for me, actu- 
ally I was in Waikiki, which is very touristy 
I stayed in a warehouse and slept on couch 
cushions and the shows were really really 
bad. I was also kind of bummed that the 50 
states tour was over, and I felt I didn’t have a 
purpose anymore. It was a scary moment in 
my musical career. 

What’s up next for you once this tour finally 
winds down? 

I think I’m going to keep doing Netherfriends 
for a while. Performing is something you can’t 
do forever. I mean, you can, but at a certain 
point you look kind of siUy onstage.
